OUR NEED OF GLASGOW. | 

If Chicago needs Glasgow in its business 
it ought to buy the town and put it away in 
some convenient corner of the loop for 
future reference. Glasgow might be put 
on ice or kept.in cold storage in some es- 
thetic and useful stockyards way, so as to 
be always available for emergency pur- 


When we get Glasgow we shall have its 
beautiful street car system. We can have 
the fine old double decked cars, which differ 
in no important respect from those now run- 
ning in traing in Chicago, except that they 
are perpendicular instead of longitudinal. 
One of these vast erections sailing magnifi- 
cently along the streets of Chicago, with 
all sails epread, would be an imposing sight. 

The purpose of a double deck car of large 
capacity on each deck is, of course, econo- 
my. It saves motormen and conductors, 
and carries double the load of an ordinary 
car such as Americans are accustomed to. 
The “roof garden” of the Glasgow car 
differs in no essential particular from the 
strap arrangement of the Chicago car. It 
is true people sit down instead of standing 
up on top of a Glasgow car, but, on the 
other hand, men, women, and children have 
to climb a narrow, steep, corkscrew stair- 
way. The ascent is perilous, awkward, and 
painful to the sensibilities of some women. 
For those who are feeble or stout the climb 
is an athletic feat not easily compassed. 

The passengers on top are exposed to 
every vicissitude of the weather. As it 
rains much of the time in Glasgow, passen- 
gers are accustomed to getting wet when 
not protected by mackintoshes or water- 
proofs... Every good double deck seat has 
a nice rubber apron provided for the shelter 
of passengers. The seats are rather narrow 
and crowded, and the nice young woman 
may find herself sitting next to a navvy 
who is smoking a foul pipe filled with shag 
tobaceo. After all, Glasgow, in the way 
of transportation facilities, is not i Chae 


fancy painted. 

Then there are the wages of the men. 
They earn a little over a dollar a day. 
While it is said that living in Glasgow is 
much cheaper than in Chicago, it is not true 
that food is much cheaper. The way in- 
come and outgo are adjusted in Glasgow 
is by a shrinkage of appetite and wants. 
The Glasgow workingman does not look 
for meat in his family more than twice a 
week, and perhaps not more than once. We 
do not know what the custom is among 
traction employés in Glasgow, but we do 
know that in London the average mechanic 
employed upon a building goes to work 
without his breakfast. He begins at 6 a. 
m., stops for a hurried meal about 9 or 10, 
and has lunch later in the day. With these 
interruptions he keeps at work until 6 or 7 
at night. There is not much talk of the 
eight hour day athong the mec 
London. It is true that they work slowly 
and accomplish less in twelve hours than 
our wideawake mechanics do in eight. 
Still their time is taken up, Their day is 
gone. They have few hours for pleasure 
or self-improvement, or even for associa- 
tion with their families. 

The union requirements which are con- 
sidered beneficent in England would not be 
tolerated in America. American working- 
men have not much to learn from Glasgow 
with respect to comfort in methods of life, 
or even in regard to transportation facili- 
ties, intramural or otherwise. ae 

Do the men who have been shoving this 
Glasgow example at us for the last few 
weeks realize that Glasgow had only horse 
cars until about eight years ago, and that 
its municipal experiment began with the 
importation of thousands of American 
horses to draw the cars through the streets? 
The cable was introduced in Chicago in 
1881. Sixteen years later Glasgow had the 
horse car, and the traction experts of that 
city applauded the efforts of the patient, 
plodding horse long after be had been con- 
signed to the boneyard in Chicago. New 


ters after Chicago stopped. Only a few 
years after the cable had been introduced 
in New York it was found to be expensive, 
‘cumbersome, and obsolete. At the expense 
ot millions of dollars it was taken out and 
the underground trolley substituted for it. 
All this time Glasgow was enjoying the 
felicity of horse cars with “ roof garden 
attachments. 

Now it is suddenly discovered that Chi- 
cago needs experts from Glasgow tp give 
it instruction in the matter of im- 
provements. We might as well buy their 
‘town while we are about it, pay for it with 
Mueller Iaw certificates, and move it over 
here. If we find upon patient examination 
that there is any part of it we do not want 
we can return it at owner’s risk, consigned

| LL the late Lord Salisbury’s sons,

diamond, which mysteriously disappeared 

at the time of the execution of King Charlies 

I.—that is to say, considerably over 200 years 

ago—is now in the possession of the shah 

of Persia. It is a diamond of considerable 

size and of exceptional purity, chiefly re- 

markable, however, for the fact that it has 
engraved upon it the royal arms of England. 
King Charles kept this by him until the last 
and then gave it to his faithful attendant, 
Herbert, in order to be conveyed to his son, 
the prince of Wales, afterwards King 
Charles II. Whether it ever reached the 
prince and was sold by him, or if it was 
stolen or lost before it reached his hands, it 
is impossible to say. But it seems to have 
been conveyed to Teheran by Tavernier and 
to have been sold by him totheshah. There 
is no stone so hard as the diamond, and en- 
graved diamonds are exceedingly rare, while 
as for a diamond of theesize and purity of 
that of Charles I., impressed with the royal 
arms of England, it is absolutely unique. 

Of course, there is no means at present of 
recovering it, for there is nothing to prove 
that it was not sold by King Charles II., after 
his father’s execution, to Tavernier, with 
whom he is known to have been acquainted, 
and, as Charles was always in want of 
money both prior and subsequent to his 
accession to the throne, it is quite probable 
that he may have disposed of it to Tavernier 
in return for ready cash. Perhaps, however, 
some day Persia may fall into the hands of 
India, like Punjab. The ancient empire of 
Darius and Xerxes is bound, in the ordinary 
course of events, to become the prey either 
of Great Britain or of Russia, both of which 
are hovering on its borders, intent for the 
present upon preventing its absorption by 
the other. When, however, the moment 
comes for its incorporation into the oriental 
dependencies of King Edward the Indian 
government may be trusted to insert a clause 
in the treaty similar to that in the conven- 
tion covering the annexation of the Pun- 
jab, which provided for the surrender to 
the British crown of the Koh-i-noor, where- 
by it is stipulated that King Charles“ dia- 
mond signet be returned to his successor on 
the throne of England. | | | 


The late Lord Anglesey left all his personal 
effects and all the property of which he 
could dispose to Mme.

tion since the reign of King Edward VI. 
that is to say, for hundreds of years. 

Emperor William has just given a fresh 
token of his affection and regard for his 
consort by investing her with the insigniaof 
the German and Protestant Order of St. 
John, which may be described as the mod- 
ern and Lutheran counterpart of the an- 
cient Catholic Sovereign Order of Malta and 
of St. John of Jerusalem. There is also an 
Engtish Protestant counterpart of the Cath- 
olic order, of which King Edward is the 
chief, and to which several Americans be- 
long. To the English Order of St. John 
quite a large number of women have been 
appointed, All the English royal princesses, 
belong. thereto, the 
American women owning it comprising Mrs, 
George Cornwallis West, who was Miss Je- 
rome of New York, and Mrs. A. A. Blow. 


But until now there have been no women 


appointed to the German Order of St. John, 
with the exception of the late Princess 
Charles of Prussia, sister of the late Em- 
press Augusta, and married to the late Em- 
peror William’s younger brother. At the 
present moment, therefore, Empress Vic- 
toria Augusta is the only German woman 
to belong to the German Order of St. John.

| Ben Britis ish Authority. Prejudiced in Favor of the Japanese, 
Strengths Rojestvensky’s Squadron.

| Nine-tenths ot the prophets already have 


doomed the Russian fleet to utter and con- 
elusive annihilation. But it may be worth 
while, pending the outcome of the battle, to 
recall an interesting article by H. M. Wilson 
| which appeared in the December number of 
the National Review, London, entitled The 
| Voyage of the Baltic Fleet,“ in the course of 


the expedition and its probable proceedings. 


Mr. Wilson opened his article with a protest 
against the cocksure disparagement of the 
Russian enterprise by British commentators. 
There has been,“ he wrote, a tendency in 
England to decry the strength of the Baitic 
fleet and to regard it as a miserable collection 
of old tronclads of little actual value for the 
combat. 
“The Russian ships are for the most part 
excellent. The main strength of Admiral Ro-

The Ben Greet players inaugurated the 
second week of their Shakspearean festival 
at the Studebaker by a performance last 
avening of The Comedy of Errors. The 
Elizabethan manner obtained again, the set- 
ting being the same as heretofore, save for 
the addition of two white placards, announ- 
cing Ageon's death sentence, posted at the 
side entrances, and a sign of the phoenix and 
of the porcupine placed at the rear doorways,. 
to mark the house of Antipholus and of the 
courtesan. The Dolmetsch trio furnished 
the musical numbers, the last of which was 
a maske, which the two Dromios danced. _ 

The performance Uumped in many places 
owing to the players being uncertain of 

if lines. The task of memorizing such a 
— as the Greet company offers is by 
no means slight, and it is scarcely tO be mar- 
veled at that the players should slip and 
hesitate in their delivery of the text. The 
Elizabethan manner with its purposed avoid- 
ance of all save the lines themselves makes 
peculiarly evident and disturbing, however, 
reading. And the 
Greet players are anything but ideal readers, 
The performance was heavy and slow in 
many places because of this. The omission 
also of certain lines which were retained 
would have caused the auditors no sorrow. 
There are some passages which, suitable 
to Blizabethan tastes and standards, are not 
heard with comfort by present day theater 
goers. The Dromio and Antfpholus conver- 
sation relative to the cook could well have 
been spared. Commonness and unpleasant- 
ness are not attractive even if Shakspearean 
genius did put them on paper. 

Miss Crawley was the Adriana, and, being 
reasonably certain of her lines, she again 
formed the redeeming histrionic feature of 
the performance. The role is not one of great 
opportunities, neither does it especially suit 
Miss Crawley’s best abilities, but she treated 
it simply and sincerely, lending the sweet 
wistfulness of her voice and expression to the 
delivery of its pleading and emotional pas-

English constitution in being based 
more upon fact and less upon theory. It has 
long been a familiar anomaly that the prime 
minister of England and his cabinet are ut- 


fully appreciated how far the functions of 
parliament as well as king have passed into 
the hands of these officials. 

Mr. Low has written on this theme before, 
and his own observations have had the bene- 
fit of the criticiem of gentlemen, from the 
marquis of Salisbury down, who were fitted 
to express opinions on the actual workings ot 
government. The result is this authorita- 
tive as well as novel and picturesque essay. 

In a passage supposed to be taken from the 
pages of some future historian Mr. Low 
compares the position of the two rulers of 
England to that of the mikado and the ho- 
tun in old Japan. 

“A stranger visiting. London at this era 
would have become speedily conscious of the 
splendor and dignity of the ancient mon- 
archy. The palaces of the king and the 
residences of his family would be pointed out 
to him. He would find the sovereign sur- 
rounded by a pompous and stately pageantry. 
All the picturesque and decorative formal - 
ities, which had disappeared from ordinary 
life, were still maintained for him. When he 
drove out, on any public occasion, he was at- 
tended by a magnificent bodyguard of mount- 
ed soldiers with drawn swords and shining 
armor. When he pemonally opened the 
session of his legislative chambers the 
peers of his realm appeared before him ar- 
rayed in antique robes of barbaric sumptu- 
ousness. .. , After the wayfarer, in the 
streets of the capital, had passed the glit- 
tering procession of the monarch, with its 
blazing uniforms, its armed and mounted 
escort, its gleaming corselets and tossing 
plumes, he might easily enough come upon 
the de facto ruler, walking undistinguished 
and almost unrecognized, amid the crowd 
upon the pa vements. 


This de facto ruler, the prime minister, 
“ has no salary as prime minister. He has no 
statutory duties as prime minister, his name 
occurs in no acts of parliament,” as Mr. Bal- 
four recently admitted. Yet he has absorbed ° 
into his hands the powers of parliament and 
king. Mr. Low first takes up the fiction that 
parliament is almost omnipotent, and shows 
how absolutely helpless an individual mem- 
ber is under the rules governing procedure. 
It is not parliament that governs, but the 
majority party, not the majority party, but 
a committee of that majority, and in that 
committee one voice is supreme. The major- 
ity is held firm by the threat of dissolution. 
The most recalcitrant member of the major- 
ity, looking forward to seven years’ tenure of 
office, hesitates before the prospect of an 
expensive contested election, with possible 
defeat or reduction to membership in the 
minority. The party lash loses its power 
only when the seven years are drawing near 
to a close and dissolution is inevitable. 

In the American congress and in the state 
legislatures the minority is represented on 
committees, and its voice is heard even if 
disregarded.
